loads of cattle on sale at East Liberty yards
this week asatnst 110 last week. Quality of
offerings a low, as it has been for a num-

ber of weeVs past All desirable grades,
especial light, tidy butcher beeves, were a
shade higher than last week, but common
and low grades were weak and a shade
lower. Buyers were on liand in fair force,
but were slow to accept an advance. The
highest price paid was S4 SO for two loads of
good cattle from 5os county, O., which
averaged close to 1,400 lb. Prime heavy
beeves were not oflcred, and light primes
were very scarce.

rreh cows were in fair supply, and
range of markets was about the same as last
week, with ?4T as the top price. Veal
calves were in fair supply, and range of
markets was flifJfic per lb., with a lew
fancy selling a shade higher than our out-

side quotations.

The December lutnre Jumps Up Fully
11 3-- Dnrinc the Day Corn Helps Dp
tho Oilier Slarkets, TVliIch Were Other-
wise Dull and Drooping.

CHICAGO The corn pit was the center of
inteicst on tbe Board ofTrade and a
fc cr of excitement prevailed throughout,
with lightning changes and unusual strides
upwatd. In less than two houis from the
opening the price of December or year corn
hadidanced over lie from the opening,
with the eiciieinent nnd strain at times
very intense.

The shoit interest was believed to be heavy,
and, with little ot the contract grade in this
inaiki't, cuirent receipts of that grado
would enable the longs to squeeze tho shoi ts
to almost an extent.

IT "WILL BOOM VALLEY PEOPERTY.

Handsome Improvements Completed and
Many Others on the String.

FEATURES OF MONET AJCD SPECULATION

If Northsiders have a hohby it is Cali-

fornia avenue. They regard it with as much
affection as the Eomnns did their Appian or
Flaminian way, and have followed its
development from an idea into a fact with
great interest. Its completion ha3 been de-

layed by the clashing interests in and out
of Councils, largely growing ont of the
rivalry of street railways. This has severely
taxed the patience of the people in the
lower part of Allegheny and delayed much
valuable improvement.

A Back Seat for Industrials.
New Yore, Dec. 9. The stock market to-

day was again more active and strong, the
movement showing a decided widening of
speculation, while one of tho most en-

couraging signs of the day was that the
stocks which are considered to have a future
attracted a large portion of tho attention
and scored the largest gains.

There was no lack of opposition to the ad-
vancing tendency, however, and some of the
leading shires wero subjected to pressure
which, while it failed to cause any material
decline.served to prevent any upward move-
ment in those stocks. The demand, es-

pecially in the first and last hours, was
urgent, however, and stocks which weie
forced off in the forenoon generally recov-eie- d

their losses befoie the close.
Tho opening was firm, and the strength of

the Yandorbilts was again prominent.
While that group became the special feature
of the day, all the d members mak-
ing marked gains befoie tno end of the day.
The rest of the listfollowed.it a distance un-
der the pressure, and Eock Island gnve w ay
a large fraction. The market tnen developed
dullness and stagnation for a time, but the
demand again Decime so heavy that the
shorts were frightened into covering some
of the contracts made dnnng theearlier por-
tion of the day, and the upward movemont
in the late dealings became most pro-
nounced.

The Chesapeake nnd Ohios, the Nickel
Plates, the Omihas and Milwankcs, Lake

.Shore and Westen. were all specially activ e
and scored heavy gains, anu were iouoweu
by Pittsbuig and Western preferred, Iowa
Central and some others, while in the usual-
ly active list the Erie stocks were the special
featme. The activity was legarded as an
Indication that London was disposed to take
back some or the stock sold lately. The In-
dustrials wero inclined to droop, and occu-
pied a much less prominent position than
they have of late, vv hich may also be said of
the Gould shares. The trunk lino shares
were tho leaders nnd the Grangers followed.

The market fin illy closed active and
strong, with most stocks at orabout the best
prices of the day, and notwithstanding the
leaction In the late forenoon, the final
changes aie in most of the active stocks
Vi: Iowa Central preferred, 214: Milwaukee,
Lake Shoie and Western preferred, 2;
